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Mr, Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen, 
I have the honour to present the Annual Report for 1969. 


A rural district can present many problems, not the least of which 
is collection and disposal of refuse. It is so easy to put the refuse in 
the dustbine In areas of high density housing development a bonfire in 
the back garden, even if there be room for it, can produce sufficient smoke 
to be a nuisance to neighbours who soon become very vocal if the practice 
continues; So the Local Authority is expected to remove the contents of the 
dustbin, or dustbins, for now more and more households are requiring more 
than one dustbin. The present daily output of approximately 2 lbs. of 
domestic refuse per head may be quite bulky - in fact it is known that the 
bulk of refuse has increased very considerably during the last few years. 
Pre packaged goods are on the increase — one no longer buys one pound of 
raisins in a paper bag, these come now in 12 oz packs in paper bags and card- 
board cartons. IMlore and more goods are supplied in plastic containers. This 
increase in bulk means that either larger collecting vehicles are required, or 
that compression mechanism within the vehicle must be used, both these necess-— 
ities are costly. 


Having collected the refuse the problem then arises of disposal. 
There are varying methods of disposal from controlled tipping to composting 
and incineration and even within these methods, are problems. Controlled 
tipping can be costly in the "controlling" otherwise light plastic material 
and paper is distributed over the countryside when a strong wind blows? 
Rats and birds find tips a great source of interest! 


The heterogeneous nature of domestic refuse — paper, cardboard, broken 
crockery, vegetable wastes and plastic containers may produce a compost with 
toxic effects and therefore naa saleable commodity. 


Incineration would seem to be the best solution but there is the 
problem of-siting so that the products of incineration do not produce 
atmosphere pollution. This means perhaps a long journey to the incinerator = 
another costly matter, 


With the ever increasing migration of people from the cities to the 
country the need for an efficient and economic means of refuse disposal is 
vital to the health of the population and the environment in which they live. 
Man is polluting his environment with relentless disregard of future problems. 
in a year when so much has been said about environmental pollution, both 
nationally and internationally, it is time that active steps were taken to 
prevent the continuation of these potential hazards.

Of the total births (213) twenty one were illegitimate, that is 10% 
of the total live births were illegitimate. There was one infant death under 
one week of age giving an early neonatal death rate of 5 per 1,000. There were 
four still births, but I am happy to report that there were no maternal deaths. 


The birth rate (13.5) per 1,000 population is a little above last year 
but below the national rate. The death rate of 9.6 compares very favourably 
with the national rate.

Total All Causes 


There were 259 deaths from all causes 91.4% of these deaths occurred 
over the age of 55 years and 56% occurred over the age of 75 years. Between 
the ages of 1 year and 45 years there were five deaths. 


Coronary Heart Disease 


There were 63 deaths from coronary heart disease (24.3% of all deaths). 
These occurred mainly in the over 75 years age group. in many areas this 
disease affects much younger age groups and there is a strong correlation 
between this disease and smoking. 


Malignant Disease 


There are 54 cases of cancer that is 21.6% of all deaths. Of these 
6 were due to lung cancer, this is 11% of cancer deaths were due to lung 
cancer, another disease closely associated with smoking, but this is a low 
incidence (2% of all deaths) compared with many areas.

There were only 20 cases of infectious diseases notified during the 
year ~ an incredibly small number! 


Measles 


This disease usually occurs with higher incidence alternate years but 
14 cases is a very small number. I do not think this marked decline is 
wholly due to the immunisation programme stared in the County in 1968, and 
suspended in 1969 because of shortage of vaccine. A survey of at least 10 years 
of the incidence of measles would give a truer picture. 


Tuberculosis losis Register 
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During the year one case recovered (female non-pulmonary) and two cases 
left the district (1 female pulmonary and 1 female non—pulmonary). There were 
no new cases and no deaths from this disease once known as the White Plague. 


Immunisation and Vaccination Schemes 


Norfolk County Council provided via the Child Health Clinics and the 
School Health Service protection against whooping cough, diphtheria, tetanus, 
poliomyelitis, smallpox, measles and tuberculosis. General Practitioners also 
provide immunisation and vaccination against the first six diseases. 


; Primary immunisation against whooping cough, diphtheria and tetanus is 
commenced at three to four months and consists of three injections (triple 
antigen) two months elapse between the first and second injections and six 
months between the second and third injections. Oral poliomyelitis vaccine 

is given at the same time as the triple antigen. A re-inforcing dose of 
diphtheria/tetanus and poliomyelitis vaccine is given on school entry and a 
further "booster" dose of tetanus toxoid and poliomyelitis vaccine is given at 
14 - 15 years of age prior to leaving school. In an agricultural area such as 
Norfolk it is essential to keep a high level of immunity to tetanus — a disease 
which is rapidly fatal in the unprotected. 


Vaccination against smallpox is recommended in the second year of 
life. 


Shortage of vaccine prevented major schemes for immunisation against 
measles in 1969. 


The following tables show the work carried out in the preventive field by 
the General Practitioners and the Departmental Medical Officers in 1969.

1. Introduction 
During the year the staff of the Public Health Department: was as follows:- 
Mr, A. G. Mills - Additional Public Health inspector (to 30th September, 1969) 
Mr, G. Millward - Additional Public Health Inspector (from 1st December, 1969) 
Miss M. J. Phoenix — Shorthand/Typist. 


Although the rural district is unspectacular in that it has less industrial 
problems than so many of its contempories, there is a continuing need for vigilance 
on the part of public health staff to see that unsatisfactory conditions do not 
occur. Or, if occuring, are speedily attended to. 


The rural district is attracting many retired people who come to enjoy the 
charm of the area and the combined benefits of the sea and near by city. 


The 'incomers' are usually from one of our central industrial areas and, 
experience tells us, are relatively ignoray*® of country workings and customs. 
In particular they are unused to, and appalled by, typical country smells and 
hoises. Thus it is that a growing number of complaints refer to alledged 
nuisance being caused by smell and associated matters from silos, pig farms, 
intensive poultry units and stockyards. 


An investigation shows, in the majority of cases, that animal husbandry is 
being practised to a pretty high level of efficiency, even though some smells are 
being produced. 


In these circumstances it is little comfort to the complainant to be told that 
farm smells are, to some extent, to be expected in the country and that in more 
than one case local authorities have been unsuccessful in taking legal action 
in this matter because there must always be differing standards as to what 
constitutes a nuisance (where agricultural premises are concerned) in towns and 
country areas. 


It is surprising too to find that purchases of proverty have been made 
without the purchaser either having not investigated the immediate environment of 
his new house or, most incredibly, having not even seen it before purchase! 


In the end it is the individual Inspector who has to cast his vote as to 
whether or not a nuisance exists. His judgement can involve legal action being 
taken and ultimately he may have to justify his opinions in a Court of Law. In 
such circumstances there must be pretty conclusive evidence before any Council 
is asked to take formal action. 


2. Refuse Collection and Disposal 


The Bonus Incentive Scheme continued to operate satisfactorily. Checks 
on the routes show that the number of permanent properties in the district is 
growing by about 25 per cent per year. 


During the year the property increases took the totals on some of the rounds 
over the target figures set by the Consultants, thereby causing imbalances in 
working 6 
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2. Refuse Collection and Disposal (Contd). 


The Consultant was, therefore, called back to undertake the necessary review. 
This was carried out during the summer and as a result the original bonus level 
of 331/3 per cent was lifted to 35 per cent with a further proposed 2s per cent 
from ist April, 1970. 


With almost five years experience of the Incentive Scheme behind us it 
is possible to assess its performance and compare it with other similar schemes. 


From any point of view it has been successful in that it has led to a more 
efficient service, with reduced complaints and a steady, reliable work force. 
As with all incentive schemes more work is required for more money, but with, 
in our case, a reduction in both numbers employed and vehicles used. It is to 
the Council's credit that it is collecting the refuse weekly from approximately 
7,800 permanent properties with 3 vehicles and 9 men. Summer camps and certain 
individual hotels and restaurants are collected by a separate crew during the 
holiday season. 


The main administrative problems arise during times of sickness and 
vehicle breakdown. With no spare capacity it often means that crews have to 
double up and work undesirable overtime in order to maintain the service to 
ratepayers. In this connection it is pleasing to be able to report the friendly 
co-operation of the men at all times and to acknowledge their conscientious 
working. 


Many of the troubles have arisen because of vehicle breakdown and it has 
become abundantly clear that our vehicles (purchased in 1964) have become 
both uneconomical and unreliable. With this in mind, coupled with the need 
for a larger vehicle in the summer camp rounds, the Council decided to purchase 
a new vehicle in April, 1970. it is hoped that this preface the steady 
replacement of old vehicles with more expensive units which, it is hoped, will 
give more reliable service over their working life. 


it would not be right to leave this particular aspect of the work 
without expressing, on behalf of the Council, gratitude to the two private 
garages who maintain the Council's vehicles. Without their willing co-operation 
and readiness to work week-end overtime the service would have, on many occasions, 
failed completely for varying lengths of time. 


The free ‘special collection' service for bulky refuse was extended during 
the winter months and a programme arranged. Householders were notified in advance 
of the vehicles' visit to their parish and results were most encouraging. 

Indeed many ratepayers took the trouble to contact the office and express their 
appreciation of this service. 


The central tip at Gresham is regularly used by householders and traders 
for disposing of general refuse. A standard charge of 2/6 is made for every 
load of trade refuse —- not a bad price for disposing of an old car body! 


; The net cost of refuse collection and disposal for the year ending 
31st March, 1970 was £22,744, or approximately 5.6d. per week per head of 
population. 


The income from trade refuse for the same period was £219. Other incomes 
raised total receipts to £1,219. 


A total of 699 visits were made during the year in connection with 
refuse collections and disposal services. 


3. Meat Inspection 


During the year 181 cattle, 231 pigs and 322 sheep were inspected at the 
two private slaughterhouses within the rural district. A total of 3 cwt. 31lbs. 
of meat was rejected as being unfit for human consumption. The latter figure 
reflects the high quality of meat purchased. The figure of 27.07 per centage 
disease rate for cattle as shown in the appendix, refers principally to rejected 
whole and part livers. 
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3. Meat Inspection (Contd). 


Regular inspections were carried out of the slaughtering establishments 
and advice given on meeting the requirements of new legislations. A total of 
103 visits were made during the year. 


As in previous years it was not possible to carry out regular inspection 
visits to the know poultry processing establishments in the rural district. 
They were, however, visited periodically under the provisions of the Food 
Hygiene Legislation, 


4. Rodent Control 


The work of rodent control in the district is undertaken by the 
Council's part-time Rodent Operatior who also acts as relief driver/loader/ 
operator on the refuse collection and disposal vehicles. 


Because of these other duties it is only possible to deal with complaints 
and carry out periodic treatments of the refuse tip and sewage disposal works. 
No routine visits are made. 


During the year a total of 708 inspections of all kinds was made with 
649 premises being treated. Of these 646 were domestic and business properties 
and 3 agricultural units, 


5e Caravans and Camping 


Regular visits are made during the summer season to all the licensed camps 
in the district. 


Although the 1960 Act requires all sites to have standard basic amenities 
these are provided to varying degrees of finish. It is, perhaps, true that the 
customers gets what he pays for and people who are happy on one site would be out 
of place in another. It is a pity, however, that some licensees cannot be 
persuaded to spend more on surface finishes and decorations to make their 
facilities more attractive. JI am sure such action would be appreciated by 
holidaymakers. As long as we are unable to legislate for the human factor 
I suppose we shall have to accept varying standards. Attempts will be continued 
to persuade licensees to upgrade their facilities. It is a pity, though, that 
the caravan organisations themselves do not introduce a Code of Practice, which 
their members could work to. 


Complaints are regularly received during the summer months of caravans and 
tents appearing on heaths, fields and lay—bys for overnight stopping. 


Variations were made to two site licenses during the year and a 
successful prosecution for breach of license conditions produced a fine of £100 
with a further fine of £25 for using unlicensed land for caravaning purposes. 


There is a continuing demand for both touring caravan and camping sites in 
the area. It is pertinent to note that standards for the latter are still based 
on the Public Health Act, 1936, there being completely out of touch with both 
modern camping practice and public demand. It is to be hoped that new 
legislation will shortly be introduced imposing higher standards for this 
popular, and growing, form of holiday accommodation. 


A total of 93 visits was made to caravan and camping sites in the 
district. 


6. Food Inspection 


Thirty-two visits were made specifically to inspect unsound food and a 
totalof 4ewt. of food was rejected as being unfit for human consumption. 
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Ts Food Hygiene 


In an area such as this there are many food premises which are seasonal 
in character, opening soley for the holiday period. It is this time when, 
ideally, we should be devoting more time to the important aspect of public 
health work; yet demands in other spheres result, inevitably in less work being done 
than aimed for. 


Experience has taught us that as a general rule the larger the premises 
the lower the standards of food hygiene prevailing. Rushed working, casual 
labour and inadequate managerial supervision are all to blame. 


There are, of course, exceptions to the rule, but there is a definite need 
for both strong local authority supervision and higher educational standards 
for all food handlers. This is a problem facing all local authorities. 


Ideally I would like to see all food premises registered and food 
handling staff trained and qualified in hygienic practices, perhaps with a 
certificate of competance without which they could not be employed in a food 
premises. Until such utopianconditions exist we need to devote much more time 
to the educational side of food hygiene. 


There is evidence that not all shop keepers, big and small, carry our 
correct rotation of food stock. This is a vital part of all food handling, 
and it is encouraging to see that some national food companies have issued their 
own Codes of Practice for the benefit of traders generally. 


8. Complaints 


Of the 64 complaints received during the year 38 were considered to have been 
justified and the necessary action was taken to try and secure an abatement of the 
unsatisfactory conditions found. 


A total of 166 visits were made in connection with complaints. 


9. Housing 


During the year under review very little progress was made to either secure 
the closure or demolition of unfit properties or the improvement of substandard 
accommodation. Two Demolition Urders were made and two Undertakings were accepted. 


Complaints are regularly received of poor housing conditions and during 
the year informal action secured the remedying of defects at 17 properties; 
8 properties were rendered fit. 


A very incomplete survey, carried out in order to provide figures for the 
Ministry of Housing and Local Government, showed that there could be over 60 
properties in the district where slum clearance action is justified. Many of 
these could benefit from area improvement. 


There are, too,many people living in properties which have been the subject 
of formal Housing Act action some considerable time ago. 


Two complaints were received regarding alledged substandard holiday 
accommodation. Both referred to the quality of furnishing and fittings 
(in comparison with the rent paid) as opposed to strictly housing items. 
Although it was felt that the complaints might have had some justification there 
was no action that we could take. 


Such complaints inevitably reflect - at least in the complainant's 
eyes — on the district as a whole and the Working Party's report on Holiday 
Accommodation is awaited with some interest. 


During the year 277 visits were made in connection with housing matters 
generally. 
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10. Water Supply 


The Water Department carries out its own sampling of the Council's mains 
supply. 


A total of 17 bacteriological and 1 chemical samples were taken from 
private sources during the year. Of these 10 were unsatisfactory. Private 
swimming pools were sampled regularly. 


In all cases where unsatisfactory results were obtained the necessary 
advice was given. 


Altogether 26 visits were made in connection with water supplies and 
sampling. 


11. Agriculture (Health, Safety and Welfare) Regulations 


Only 2 visits were made in connection with the provision of sanitary 
accommodation for agricultural workers. 


From observations it would appear that most employers provide some 
form of sanitary accommodation for workers in the fields, albeit ina 
primitive form. 


In this connection I can only repeat what I have said in previous years. 
Although the District Council is only responsible for ensuring the provisions 
of sanitary accommodation for agricultural workers, it is equally important, 
particularly where soft fruit is concerned, that washing facilities be 
provided for the use of workers. It is a legislative inconsistency that 
the duty for seeing that the latter facility is provided rests with officers 
of the Ministry of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food. I have no evidence that 
Ministry officials have visited any premises in the district, and there is 
surely a case here for rationalising procedure so that one authority is 
responsible for enforcing this divided legislation. 


12. Means of Escape in Case of Fire 


As in previous years a winter programme of visits was made to those 
premises in the district to which Section 60 of the Public Health Act, 1936, 
applies. These visits were made in company with the Fire Prevention Officer 
of the Norfolk Fire Service. 


This legislation, which is enforced by the District Council, is aimed at 
securing a satisfactory means of escape in case of fire from such premises as 
hotels, boarding houses, hospitals, shops, stores, and flats as well as 
children's homes and similar institutions which are two storeys or more in 
height and in which the floor of every upper storey is more than 20 feet above 
ground level. 


Inspections have revealed that there are several such premises within 
the rural district and that, in many cases, conditions have been far from 
satisfactory, often bordering on the dangerous should an emergency have 
arisen. a 

It is to the credit of owners of premises visited that they have accepted 
the need for improvement to their premises. It is perhaps a tragic sidelight 
that recent fires involving fatalities have done much to publicise the need 
for action in this particular sphere of work. 


In order to provide satisfactory means of escape considerable expense is 
often necessary - it is known that one premises in the district has spent 
something in excess of £5,000 in order to provide its customers with a safer 
holiday environment, 
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12. Means of Escape in Case of Fire Contd). 


We have been told of intending holidaymakers deferring their bookings 
pending reasurance that the premises have been inspected by the local authority. 
This awarness on the part of some members of the public is to be encouraged 
and in turn some hoteliers now make a point in their brochures that this 
accommodation meets the requirements of the Act. 


13. Common Lodging Houses 


There are no Common Lodging Houses in the rural district. 


There are no liquid egg pasteurisation plants in the rural district.
